RANCHES HIRE 
GOPHER CATCHER 


Official Operator in Foothills is Joe 
Ellis; Mows Down 5000 Victims 


—Both the Nanton News and Leth¬ 
bridge Herald tell an interesting 
story of an official gopher catcher-r- 
Joe Ellis—who is operating in a busi¬ 
ness way, on the big ranches of the 
foothills. . .' 

Two of the largest raritHbs west of 
town the “A7” and the “■Bar 3” have 
secured the services of.an official go¬ 
pher catcher in the person of Joe El¬ 
lis. Ellis has a regular trapline from 
eight to ten miles long, carries a rifle 
at all times, also a sack for collecting 
the gophers killed. He uses a bicycle 
to travel from line to line. 

' The dead gophers are* sold to fox 
farms who claim they make the very 
best meat ration possible for foxes. 
Thus the trapper has two sources of 
inebme as he is paid by the ranch 
owners for destroying the gophers. 

Mr. Ellis started his work on June 
10 and up till Sept. 1 he has trapped 
and shot over five "thousand gophers. 
The season for destroying them will 
soon be over as they are now making 
their nests, carrying in mouthfuls of 
grass Into their burrows. They only 
stay out until about one o’clock in.ihe 
afternoon and are so sleep by that 
time they can hardly keep their eyes 
open. By the 15th of this month there 
will hardly be a gopher to be seen. 


TRADE PROSPECTS 
FOR WORLD WHEAT 




TO MAKE KAIN 


.There have been numerous assort¬ 
ed rainmaking attempt^.' but the 
Doniphan Herald, crusadin'* journal 
of this Nebraska community, ap¬ 
proaches the necessity from a diffejfci 
ent angle. In proclaiming “Rain 
Week” in Doniphan, the Herald listed 
the following rul?s: 

1. Wash your car. , 

2. Plan picnics and wear your 
| best clothes. , 

3. Leave the car, the washing 
(and the baby outdoors at night. 

4. Put the bedding, the curtains 
and the carpets out for airing. 

5. Farmers cut your hay, stack it, 
and leave uncovered.-—Exchange^,/I 


Argentine Smallest in Years; Others 
Fairly Good; Continuance of Nation- 
aliatic Policies 

The bullish features of world 
wheat trade can be thus enumerated: 

A North American crop little 
above the low 1934 yield, with wheat 
generally of low grade. The United 
States on a domestic basis with fur¬ 
ther inroads required into a below- 
average carryover. The Canadian 
crop not a great deal larger than 
last year arid probably of much low¬ 
er quality.- 

The smallest acreage in years in 
Argentina with prospect of a moder¬ 
ate crop. If drouth continues a very 
small crop will be harvested. Pros¬ 
pects for an average crop in Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Carryover in Southern Hemisphere 
of 134 million as compared with 227 
million last year on the same "date 
(August 1). • 

A European crop a little larger 
than last year with lower yields in 
large importing countries. 

Low level of volume of wheat on 
passage and supplies in Europe. 

The bearish factors are: 

Little probability of increased 
world trade due to maintenance of 
tariffs, (potas and other restrictions 
in Europe. These have resulted in 
restricting consumption. 

Good crop prospects in Russia 
and larger exportable surpluses in 
Danube basin. 

Continuance of nationalistic poli¬ 
cies in Europe, careful supervision of 
exchange to prevent money leaving 
such as Germany, Italy, etc. Combin 
ed with this is the desire of all gov 
ernments to husband the financial re¬ 
sources of each country and balance 
trade. 

Even with under-average crop 
Canada supplies will still be huge, the 
carryover being around 200 million 
bushels. • • .-

Price Set at 87% 


WE WILL TAKE

Acting upon the recommendation 
of the Canadian Wheat Board, the 
govemor-in-council has fixed the 
minimum price of No. 1 Northern 
wheat at Fort Williarr) at 1% cents 
a" bushel. , - : 

Cabinet council approved the price 
which will be effective-throughout the 
current crop year, thafTTs until July 
1936. 

Establishment of the minimum 
price is in accordance with the sta¬ 
tute adopted at the last session of 
Parliament creating the wheat board 
and its' advisory committee and giv¬ 
ing it power to buy wheat from pro¬ 
ducers at the fixed minimum price, so 
that the producer need not dispose of 
his wheat at a lower figure. ■ 

Producers who sell direct to the 
C board will receive participa¬ 
tion certificates entitling them to 
[share in any surplus that may arise 
! from the operations of the board. 

| It is expected that everything will 
1 be ready To function the latter part of 
|this week. In the meantime farmers 
[delivering wheat to the board would 
lake storage tickets to b e exchanged- 
I later for cash tickets and participa¬ 
tion certificates. .
